A message from the Senate by Mr. Polk their clerk. 

Mr. Speaker,—-The Senate concur inthe rcsolu- 
tion of the House of Representatives for the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee to draft such rules as may- 
be necessary to regulate the intercourse between the 
tyo ‘houses. Mr, Peck and Mr. Williams are appoin- 
ted to be of the said committee om part of the Senate, 
and then he withdrew. 

A message, in writing, was then received from the 
Governor of the State, by Mr. Daniel Graham Sec- 
retary of State, who delivered in the same af the 
Speaker’s table, and withdrew. 

The said message was read and is as follows: 

Fellow-Gikzens of the Senate, and, 
of the House of Representatives. 

WE are again assembled under the solemn sanc- 
tion of our Constitution to deliberate and act upor 
such measures of public concern, as have been re« 
served te the people in their Legislative character 
by the principles of our government. Such portion 
of the public service as devolves upon myself I meet 
with pleasure at this particular juncture, relying for 
support on that kind Providence under which the in- 

;tutiowg of our country have grown and flourished, 


and upon whieh alone, each individual is -taught ., 
depend for all the comforts of life, and for all the 
means of social enjoyment. 

Inevery government which hag existed in the world 
where the rights of the people were administered 
by|the rule of law. and their privileges: marked by lt- 
mits well known and defined, its fiscal concerns have 
been guarded and protected as a matter affecting 
the highest interest of the state ; and te us it is of 
peculiar importance, that every principle referring 
to this leading feature inthe policy of our system 
should be well understood. So great is the influ- 
ence which the banking interests of the country have 
ever our commercial intercourse with each other, 
and over the meansof prometing every object ai 
public concern, that it will become a subject of your 
earliest care to examine, as far as practicable, into the 
situation of all the Banking institutions now exist- 
ing inthe country, with the view of ascertaining 
how far their operations have been in cenformity 
with the reasonable expectations upen which they 
were founded ; how far under your authority, they 
are susceptible of modification or improvement ; and 
if any modifications be admissable, hew far they may 
soem calculated to afford greater facilities to the pur- 


oses of society in general, without prejadice to the / 


interests of the institutions themselves. 

The actual cash capital of the < Bank of the State 
of Tennessee,’ is, at present, 200.000 dollars, and 
there is due toit, ffom the purchasers of public 
lands, four hundred and fifty thousand dollars, in- 
cluding an item of eighty five thousand dollars, which 
has been due for some years, and has been drawing 
an interest of six percent. To these may be added 
the sum of twenty thousand dollars paid into the 
Knoxville Bank, for stock owned by the state ; ma- 
king an aggregate of six hundred and seventy thou- 
sand dollars, which~admits of a regular and certain 
increase from ordinary revenue, aad from the sale 
of publie lands yet to be made in the Tiwassee Dis- 
trict. Independent of the vacant land still unsold in 
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that section of country, an unappropriated residuum 
of twelve millions of acres in other parts of the state 
East of the Congressional reservation line, remains 
virtually pledged to a redemption of all the issues of 
the Bank, in such manner as you may, from time 
to. time direct. 

Aided by all these means of substantial capital, 
and under the operation ofa wise and cautious po- 
licy iu the management ofits affairs, the beneficial 
inftuence of the Bank has, toa limited extent, been 
aiready seen and acknowledged in eves y part of the 
state, and the credit of its paper been sustained, 
upon a scale equalling the expertations ofits earliest 
supporters, and calculated to quiet the apprehen~« 
Sions of many, who were honestly fearful of the re- 
sult, ia an application of principles, which in their 
view, wanted all that force of authority which can 
seldom be acquired but by the test of practical espe- 
riment. Tis true thatthe paper of the Bank does, 
in common with the paper of every other Bank in 

tue western states, hold an estimated value below 
' the standard of gold andsilver, orthe paper of Banks 
in the Easter cities, and this difference will ever be 
fvund to exist in some degree amongst those who 
deal in foreign fabrics but fortunately for the growing 
prosperity ofthe country the infinence of these deal- 
ers is passing away 3; the demand for foreign goods 
is daily diminishing, the difference of exchange has, 
within a few wecks, failen more than one third even 
among the money dealers, and its effects are sensi- 
bly felt by none but those who purchase articles of 
fancy which are generally cf no substantial value, 
whilst the economical planter who lives as he ought 
upon the product of his own farm, andlimits his pur- 
ci s to the legitimate objects of domestic expendi- 
turc, vill find in the paper of this Bank a medium of 
exch.ive suited to the nature of all his wants. 

The high views which I, at first entertained of 
the benefits fo be derived from the establishment of 
this Bank, have been strengthened and confirmed by 
a careful examination into Hs progress and effects 
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gince the commencement of ifs operations, and © 
Field to the fullest conviction that under the virtu- 
ous and wise measures most likely to be adopted in 
its future operations, these benefits will be continu- 
ed and enlarged. A detailed report of the transac- 
tions of the board of Directors in conducting the af- 
fairs of the institution, will be laid before you at 
some early period during the session, from which, 
I trust, you will be enabled to judge ofthe capacity 
and industry which have ‘been exerted, in placing 
the resources of the state in a situation the most 
likely to advanceits permanent interests. 

It has not yet been thought proper to make sale 
of the stock authorised by the sixth section of an act 
supplemental to the act establishing the Bank, but 
so strongly am I persuaded of the propriety of ma- 
kiog a sale at some future day that I would recom- 
mend an augmentation, to the amount of five bun- 
dred thousand dollars. This should be redeemable 
at the pleasure ofthe state at any time after the ex- 
piration oftwelve years, or at any day after the last 
instalment becomes due from purchasers, at the late 
sale of Hiwassee lands. The cash to be derived 
from such sale, of stock, would afford a present fund 
to that amount, in addition to what is already held, 
as an active capital in the purposes of the Bank ; and 
for its certain redemption, the different items alrea- 
dy mentioned, amounting in the whole to twelve 
millions of vacant land, and six hundred and seven- 
ty theusand dollars, and also the faith of the state, 


would stand irreyocably pledged. eal 


In adverting to the private Banks which have been 
established at Knoxvilie and Nashville on the funds 
ofindividuals, I am gratificdin being able te say, 
that so far as I have learned, their course has been 
marked by a regard to such measures of policy as 
were no doubt, best calculated to enhance their pro- 
fits, and protect them against the practices af fraud, 
or the insclvency of debtors. Although itis not to 
be presumed that the quantity of precious metals de- 
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posited in their vaults, is to a very considerable a- 
mount, yet their issues for two years past have been 
so much under restriction, and the discounts on their 
own paper so carefully guarded, that I have the full- 
est persuasion should they be called on for an expose 
of their affairs, that they will be able to furnish a 
statement exhibiting as fair a proportion between 
their sperie capital and their notes in circulation, as 
could be given by many banks, which at this day, 
have the credit ofredeeming their notes with gold and 
silver. Indeed but few instances can now be givens 
where this practice had been departed from by the 
mother bank at Knoxville. 

Notwithstanding my full belief inthe perfect sol- 
veney of these banks, and their entire capacity for 
the ultimate fulfilment of every obligation, and 
although the day is not far distant when they will in 
all reasonable probability resume the payment of 
all claims against them on demand, Ihave no hesi- 
tation in saying, that this is not the moment for at- 
tempting an exercise of the power resirved in the 
charters of incorporation for enforcing these obliga- 
tions, Manyofthe stockholders would doubtless 
from their knowledge of the unproductive state of 
the capital, ready assentto any proposition which 
would have forits object an immediate closing of 
the concern, and others perhaps, from less innocent 
motives, would rejoice.in any measure which might 
seem to call upon them for an early adjustment of 
their credit accounts. 

I have not been advised that any attempt has been 
made towards a consolidation of the funds of these 
banks, with the capitel of the bank of the state, un- 
der the authority ofan act of the last session of the 
general assembly, noram I aware of the motives 
which have operated upon the minds of the direc- 
tors in forming the determination not to enter into 
the arrangement. All the grounds of advantage to 
be expected on either part, from a consolidation, 
have doubtless been maturely considered and exa- 
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mined by those whose duty it was to act upon the 
subject, and had any system suggested itself to their 
minds, promising an advantageous result, and which 
could be applied in practice, it is fair to concludes, 
that thetr labours world have led to some direct pro- 
position ; But so different are the materials from 
which the several institutions are formed, and so 
difficult would it be to pradace a unity of action in 
a compound whole, where the parts had been col- 
lected from interests, not only varying from each o- 
ther in their origin, but conflicting in their opera- 
tion, that it will sot perhaps be found practicable 
nor would is be consistent with sound policy, by ae 
ny mode of which I can conceive, at any timeto u- 
nite their funds upon a plan suiteato the views of 
individual stockholders, and at the same time calvu» 
lated to secure the best interests of the state, unless 
the stockholders were voluntarily to surrender cy 
sale, or on some specific agreement, the cash capital 
of the banks, for stork in the bank of the state, aud 
thereby leave the management entirely under the 
control of the Legislature—For the present it is no 
doubt our true policy not to attempt aconsolidation 
nor interfere by any positive enactm: nts. in the af- 
fairs of the Knoxville or Nashville banks, and their 
branches ; leaving them to resume the payment of 
specie by gradual curtailment, so svon as a just re- 
gard for the embarrassmeuts of the debtor class of 
the community will enable them to wield the efficient 
strength oftheir res.urces. 

From the report of the principal surveyor of the 
Hiwassee district, it appears that he caused 
to be laid off into sectivns, quarters ant frace 
tions upwards of eight hundred thousand acres. Of 
this quantity there were only one hundred and eigh- 
teen thousand two hundred and sixty four acres su ld 
averaging a little more than four dollars per acre, 
and amounting inthe whole to four hundred and 
eighty three thousand seven ‘hundred and seventy 
alx dollars and eighty four cents. One fourth part 
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of this amount was, by the terms of the sale, pari 
down by the purchasers. The surveyors, treasurers 
and registers fees for surveying the land and super- 
intending the sale, amcunied to eight thousand five 
hundred and seventy three dollars and thirty nine 
cents, which being deducted from the actual receipta 
left a balance of one hundred and twelve thousand 
three hundred and sixty dollars and eighty two rents 
the whole of which has been deposited in the bank 
of the state as a part of the capital upon which its is- 
sues have been founded. 

During the last winter I opt ned a correspondence 
with our delegation in Congress, on the subject of 
yeducing the minimum price of our vacant lands, 
and was gratified ts learn that their views were in 
perfect accordance withmy own. Much of the land 
surveyed in the Hiwassee district, which was not 
disposed of at the sale in November last, is intrinsi- 
cally worth more than two dollars per acre and this 
circumstance will ofits: If, suggest to you the pro- 
priety of ordering a second sele before the adjourn. 
jarnt of the next session of Congress 3 to the end, - 
that should the national Lgislature make a deduct 
tion in the price, we may have the advantage of anes 
ther sale, to enhance the revenue of the state, under 
the present regulations, 

Should it enter into the views of the delegation 
from this state to stirthe question at the ne-t, or any 
subsequent session of Congress, it might be desira- 
ble with them, to be furnished with an expression of 
the senae of the Legislature, on some ofthe most 
material points connected with the subject, and it 
may be particularly advisable, to call their attention 
to the time and manner in which by your opinion, it 
may be deemed most expedient te effect a reduction, 
It will beproper at some early day after the arxt sale 
of land, to open offices in every part of the state, 
where the right of soj! has been a quired from the 
Indians, East of the reservation line, for the pura 
pose of enabline the citizoms to make entries for a- 
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ny quantity which may suit their convenience, upon 

the payment of a stipulated price in sach instalments 

as you may by law prescribe. Theprice should be 

regulated by a strict regard to the public reyenue, 

and in seeking the most equitable proportion your 

judgments will be assisted by a referrence to the 

practice of the Federal government ; and it is to be. 
expected that the earlier entries will be made on 

the most valuable lands, the price should at first be 

rated at the highest point to which you may ever 
intend it to be carried ; for within a few yvars after 

- the system is put into operation, it will be found ne- 

eessary to reduce the terms, as the inducements to 

make entries are diminished. 

The whole territory lately acquired from the 
Chickasaws, has been regularly laid off isto dis- 
tricts, ranges, and sections ; and by recurring to 
the several returns made by the different surveyors, 
to the office of the Secretary of State, it appears 
that there are six millions of acres west of the Ten- 
nessee river, in what was originally the western 
district. Of this quantity about one million two 
hundred and fifty thousand acres had been granted 
by the state of North Carolina, previously to the 
cession, and the late Board of Commissioners at 
Nashville having adjudged one million six hundred 
and sixty six thousand and seventy five acres of the 
North Carolina claims submitted to them, to beva- 
lid and chargeable on the vacant lands in the Con- 
gressional reservation, nearly that whole amount, 
except so much as has been located in the seventh 
and eighth surveyors districts, has been appropria- 
ted by entry beyond the Tennessee river. These 
different items being deducted from the whole a- 
mount of land in the district, will leave a balance of 
more than three millions, eighty seven thousand nine 
hundred and twenty five acres, . still liable te the 
claims of North Carolina.—No inconsiderable part 
of this baiance may justly be esteemed fit for culti- 
vation, and as the page residuum which may be 
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left, west of the reservation line after satisfying all 
the yust claims of North Carolina, will belong exclu- 
sively to the United States, it will become our duty, 
whilst acting as their agent to guard against the ad- 
mission of every claim which would not be valid a- 
gainst the state of North Carolina at the date of the 
compact, including parts of warrants and certificates 
for Jands which cannot be identified. 

The commissioners closed their office for the re- 
«<eption of claims on the first day ef October last, as 
required by the act of assembly, and notwithstand- 
ing the extended length of time, and notorious pub- 
licity which bad been given for the claimants, a few 
instances may be found where manifest injury will 
de done, should the door of adjudication now remain 
closed forever. For these cases some provision 
should be made, and as the act of Congress under 
which alone we hold our authority to perfect titles 
to land in the late Cherokee purchase, requires that 
every warrant to be located in ihat section of coun- 
try shall be adjudged by the Commissioners of West 
Tennessee it will be found necessary to continue 
some tribunal of the character contemplated, though 
ii may be on a scale much less expensive, than tha 
which has existed for the last two years. Itis de- 
manded by the best interests of the state, the quiet of 
individuals, and by every consideration of ajudicious 
policy that a period should be fixed by positive inti- 
mation, beyond which no claim of any description 
whatever shall be received. 

Some difficulties have occurred in the construction 
ofan act passed af thelast stated session, prohibit- 
ing the division of land warrants; and the doubtful 
construction to which the act seems liable has Ied to 
a difference in practice at the offices where entries for 
land are received, Itisbelievedby some that the 
spirit of the law is merely prohibitory on the Re- 
gisters from subdividing claims by issuing seperate 
warrants or certificates of a less denumination 5 and 

in accordance with tha: construction they have per- 
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mitted seperate entries to be made on onu undivided 
warrant in any number, and to any amount witbimr 
the limits of the original claim itself. A diversity of 
opinion on the application of alaw involving the 
important rights of many individuals, is so much to 
be regretted, that I trust a review of the matter now 
particularly referred to, will claim your early atten- 
tion; anfl whatever may have been the will of the 
Legislature, when passing the act, the time has now 
certainly agrived when you will find if necessary to 
dctermine, whether under any manner of shape or 
form, the practice of appropriating separate and de- 
tached parcels of land to parts of oue undivided ware 
rant, by separate entries, shall any longer be per- 
mitted. The motives which at Arst gave sanction 
to the practice will be found no longer to exist, and 
as its continuation would lead to incalerlable per- 
plexity, embarrassinent, and injury to the public in- 
terests, without a corresponding benciit resulting e- 
ven tothe few warrant holders who would be efect- 
ed by its operations, I confidentjy trust that no di- 
versity of opinion will prevail as te the propriety of 
directing, in terms which cannot be misunderstood, 
that the privilege of dividing or subdividing war- 
yants or certificates by making separate entrics, or 
otherwise, or of issuing certificates for lands which 
cannot be identified will be continued under no pre- 
text whafercr. ‘ 

‘Fhe population which has already migrated to 
the Western district, is so far detached from the 
seats of Justice and the residence of magistrates and 
other civil offices, that the propriety of establisuing 
new counties forces itself upon your consi- 
deration 5 and Lam happy to remark, from person- 
al observation ina late excursion which I made 
through different parts of the district, that the in- 
dustrious habits, and moral characterand intelligent 
enterprize of the citizens, in improving their farms 
establishing schoofs and places of public worship, 
and developing the resources of the country, give 
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them a high claim to your patronage and favor. fá 
the formation ofcounties hitherto laid off in diffe- 
rent parts of the state, too mach evidence is given of 
the want of attention to the motives by which the Ji- 
mits were defined, and the frequent contests which 
have arisen inthe removal of court howses, the pub- 
jic ferment excited thereby, and the personal loss 
and inconvenience sustained, will fix a determina- 
tien in your minds, ty act with a referrence to pub- 
He consiterations alone in making the lmmits of 
these counties, No section of the state has hereto- 
fore afforded so many facilities to aid the judgment 
ef the legislature in the performance of this duty ; 
the whole territory has been accurately surveyed, 
and a general map, drawn by the Secretary of State, 
from tie several returns inade by the different sur- 
yeyoersis now in his office for the use of the Gene- 

al Assembly. By the aid of this, a connected view 
mar at once be taken, of therelative positions which 
12 diferent parts bear to each other and the exact 
distance by which they are seperated. 

Although much has been done by the persevering 
industry of the people, supported by all the assis- 
tance which the character ofthe Bank of the State 
was calculated to afford, in relieving the great body 
ofthe community from the embarrassments into. 
which they had incautiously, though in some in- 
stances very innocently been drawn ; still the phil- 
anthropic statesman whose sense of duty is satisfied 
by no echievment which stops short of the highest 
possible seryice, finds 1n the nature ofthe difficulties 
by whieh many ofhis constituents are yet surround- 
ed the most ample scope for the indulgence of his 
w.rmest sympathies, and the exercise of his highest 
attainments in political skill. 

This subject has occupied a larger share of my 
anxious solicitudes than any other p-rhaps, within 
the plan of our municipal economy, and in every de- 
duction drawn from the most rational course of pro- 
bable conjecture, as well as from a recurrence to 
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facts which have passed within my own knowledge, 
Iam more and more confirmed in the belief, that the 
condition of the debtor class of our fellow citizens 
would be greatly ameliorated, and the substantial 
interest of the creditor promoted by a law, «s direct- 
ing that valuable property of the debtor” should be 
received by the creditor af some estimated propor- 
tion of its real worth, or that he should athis discre- 
tion delay the collection upon sufficient security be- 
ing given that the amount would be forth-coming on 
the day to which the indulgence might be extended. 
A measure bottomed on these principles is usually 
termed a property law, and having had the honor to 
presenting it to the view of thelegislatureat their last 
session, I used that occasion to detail at some length 
the rules by which, in my estimation, if might be 
made to meet the exigencies of the times. The duty 
of the levying officers in requiring them to receive 
such property only as may be of intrinsic value, can- - 
not be defined with too much precision, in guarding 
against the impositions which debtors might some- 
times wish to attempt. 

The privilege of replevying property levied on 
by execution, has been extended to debtorsin former 
times by provisions of the Legislature, and with the 
happiest effect ; and under a firm conviction that it 
could in no manner contravene the principles of our 
constitution, and with a full recollection of malti- 
plied instances where its application bad been exten- 
sively useful, this also was at the last session, exhibi- 
ted to the favorable consideration ofthe General As- 
sembly. At that time other modes of relief were a- 
dopted and anxiously relied on, but the experience of 
another year has taught, that in order to secure the 
greatest benefits from the operation of any one mea- 
sure, the auxiliary influence of others should as far 
as practicable, be brought into the generel system. 
The loans to be expected from the Bankof the State, 
must, and willbe measured by the capital stock ac- 
tually within the a of the directors, and with 
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whatever reluctance they may be compelled to reject 
the calls of that community, for whom alone the 
Bank was instituted, the deleterious effects resulting 
from excessive issues will ever be held in yiew by 
those in whose hands so high a discretion has been 
confided. 

The right of personal liberty makes so prominent 
a featurein the first principles of every free Govern- 
ment, that its perfect security cannot be jeopardized 
except on public considerations of the highest neces- 
sity, and the framers of our Constitution were so sen- 
sible of its value that they have in the Bill of Rights 
protected the body ofa debtor, under certain circum- 
stances, from imprisonment, after a surrender of all 
his effects in such manner as might be prescribed by 
law. The provisions which have been made, sub- 
ject to this restriction 5; were perhaps founded upon 
a just view of the habits, customs, and state of socie- 
ty in its first organization, but I respectfully sub- 
mit to your better judgment, whether a repeal of the 
law subjecting debtors to imprisonment, would not 
comport with the more refined state of public feeling, 
and the humane improvements in the science of go- 
yernment. In many cases now admitting the pro 
cess of imprisonment the mode of collecting the Jai- 
iors and other fees is so badly defined, that imposi- 
tions are daily practised without any known course 
of redress 5 and ever should it be thought necessary 
to continue 1n force the existing penalties, the ut- 
most extentof their liability should he marked by in- 
telligible limits. 

I bave ever believed that credits extended beyond 
the term of one year, whilst supporting the appear- 
ance of being calculated to promote the convenience 
of debtors, have had an opposite tendency, without 
advancing the interests of the creditor, and under 
the most perfect confirmation in that belief, I re- 
commend to your consideration, whether it be not 
expedient to modify the law now in force, fixing the 
period of liability for debts on simple contract, and 
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to provide, that hereafter, the right of action în all 
claims due by open account or written evidence not 
under seal, shall not be extended beyond the period 
efone year. > 
It affords me the highest satisfaction to be enabled ; 
to say, thatthe receipts of the Treasury are abun- | 
dantiy sufficient tọ meet all the current demands, ` 
without recourse to any increase inthe rates of tax- ` 
ation, and without a curtailment of any expenditure. 
The sparing hand with which the public revenue was * 
disbursed in the early histery of our Government, 
and the rigid adherence to the same practice which 
has been observed by the Legislature to the present’ 
day, has enabled us to meet, on application every 
demand to which the Treasury was liable, by a rate 
of taxation scarcely felt by the people. 
The measure of accountability, and the plan of eX- 

hibiting the exact.state of the Treasury, which was 
_atfirst pursued, was the most simple and economical 
that could be devised byt with the rapid increase of 
wealth and population, the sources of revenue have 
been so far multiplied, and the receipts and cxpendi- 
tures so much increased, that the complicated ac- 
counts cannot be brought under the view of the Le- 
gislaiure by the system of Finance hitherto pursu- 
ed : The joint committee whose duty it has been to 
make biennial settlements with the Treasurers, can 
not be expected in justice te their ather obligations, to 
make that minute-investigation ta whieh the subje ¢ 
is entitled ; and although thi re be no reasonable 
ground’ to apprehend anfair practices in either ofthe 
offices, whilst conducted with the upright integrity 
which has characterized the present incumbents, still 
any circumstance which might deprive the public of 
that information. which is confined to the knowledge 
of these officers alone, would leave much interesting 
matter to the issue of an uncertain adjustment. I 
would rerommend therefore, that some—tribunal be 
formed upon the principal of an Auditors or Camp- 
trellers office; where a check canbe held on the min- 
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` utest transaction inthe Revenue department, and 
from which a detailed report shall at stated times 
be made to the Executive, and to the Legislature, of 
the exact state of each Treasury, specifying the pro- 
ductiveness of the varicus objects of revenue, and the 
end to which each expenditure is applied. 

As it will require some time to place such an office 
under systematic regulations, and to test its proba- 
ble usefulness by experiment, it may be expedient to 
confide its management until the adjournment of the 
next Legislature, to some person of known skill and 
integrity, in theservice of the Government, by ad- 
ding a small, though adequate salary, to the perqui- 
sites which he may already receive—this will giveus 
an opportunity of a8certaining something of the ef- 
fect which themeasure would pruduce, at a fourth 
part of what would otherwise be the expense. 

Although thereis no portion of your duty, the cor- 
rect performance of whichis calculated more certain- 
ly to haye an influence on the happiness and pros- 
perity of those, who are tosucceed us in the relations 
of public and private life, than the judicious manage- 
ment ofthe fund set apart for the advancement of 
jearning and the education of youth, yet itis incon- 
testibly true, that even the officers of Government, 
are ignorant of many of the most material facts from 
which alone a tolerable estimate of the available cha~ 
yacter ofthe fund can be adduced. We all know 
that two hundred thousand acres of land south of 
French Broad and Holston Rivers, at the price of 
one dollar per acre, was appropriated to the estab- 
lishment and support of Colleges and Academics 3 
but in what manner collections on thesale of those 
lands have been made, and to what amount; how 
much of the land has been granted ; how much of the 
principal or interest has been voluntarily or other- 
wise paid ; or how much still remains due or to be- 
come due, is scarcely known to any individual within 
the state, and perhaps it would not be practicable . 
for the Legislature to inform themselves satisfacto» 
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rily, on the various points connected with the sub- 
ject, by reports drawn from any department of the 
government. The situation of the citizens from 
whom this money is due, has.on former occasions, 
peesented to the Legislature a case demanding their 
interference and regard, and as tt is altogether pro- 
bable, that from the character of the times further le- 
gislative provisions of some description will be pro- 
posed, I submit to you, whether the desire of con- 
forming your acis to therulesof constant right, will 
not urge the expediency of devising some plan, of ac- 
quiring a full knowledge ef the manner in which the 
whole business has becer conducted, from its first o- 
rigis, so as to exhibit the true statein which it msy be 
now found. The end tobe attained by sach an inves- 
tigation is certainly of sufhcient importance, to jus- 
tify the expense of employing the services of a per- 
son, competent to make report, and if the matter be 
ance fairly borught te view and exhibited, a perfect 
knowledge of all subsequent transactions can be re- 
tained through the Auditors ofice already recoms 
mended, 

Intimately connected with this branch of our po- 
licy, is the judicious disposition and management 
of the school lands and from the experience which a 
few years has given us, and the reasonable calcula- 
tions to be made for the future, I suggest whether it 
would net be advisable to dispose of all the lands of 
that description, reserved in the Hivwassee district. 
The proceeds could be vested in stock ef the Bank 
of the State, or in such other manner as you might 
judge best, thereby securing an annual interest of 
six per cent, which would be much more available 
in this country, than the profits to be expected from 
any mode of tenantry or lease, 

Some time in the month ef January iast, I drew 
up and forwarded te the Treasury Department of 
the United States, a report on the subject of the na- 
vigable waters of this State, in which L-breught to 
view the character ef each stream separately, the 
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means which had been employed by public donation 

or otherwise, in removing the obstructions to their 
free navigation, and the improvements of which 
they are susceptible. Theinformation given by me 
was as minutely correct, as could be derived from 
my own observation, and other sources of intelligence 
within my power 3 and for the purpose of extending 
the usefulness ofthe Holston navigation, which now 
reaches about sixty miles into the state of Virginia. 
I brought before the Government of the United 
States the practicability of connecting the waters of 
the Holston and Tennessee, with the waters of the 
Mobile, by a canal of not more than eleyen miles, 
over a beautiful face of country, from Hiwassec to 
the Connisuaga. ‘This expedient occurred to me 
some sixteen or seventeen years ago, when travers- 
ing the intervening country, as a Commissioner for 
opening the road between this State and Georgia 5 
and the practice which has since been pursued, in 
conveying boats with their freight fromthe highest 
point of Navigation on the Hiwassee, across by por- 
tage to the Connisauga, bas abundantly proved, that 
a trade through that channel is much to be desired. 
The deep interest which the people of this State 
have in affecting a free navigation through the Mus- 
cle Shoals naturally led me to urge this matter upon 
the particular notice ofthe Government of the Unit- 
ed States ; and as the State of Alabama has a more 
immediate interest in this subject, her concurrent 
exertions may reasonably be expected, in every mea- 
sure, promising the furtherance of so desirable an 
object. My report to the Treasury Department was 
predicated upon a communication from the Honora- 
bie Wm. H. Crawford, relating to the state of our 
internal improvements, and as the resolution of 
Congress directing him to seek the information, 
must have grown out of a disposition in the General 

Government, to afford her assistance in improve- 
ment of thedirst necessity, where the strength of in- 

dividual states might be uncqual to the enterprize, 


RB 
we are authorised ta hope, that she will extend her 
generous aid to such efforts as our own limited means 
will enable us to make. 

In a few days I shall lay before you, copies of a 
correspondence between myself and Wm. Terry, 
who has been employed as a civil Engineer by the, 
states of Nerth Carolina and Alabama. The opini- 
ons of the Engineer may give you some assistance, 
in comparing our strength with the extent and nature 
of the design, 

Although it is of the first importance that the 
mode of judicial process and the channel through 
which justice and law are administered, should re- 
main permanent and uniform, yet in shaping any 
system so as to secure the greatest possible advan- 
tage to the saciety for which it is formed, many ex- 
periments must be made. The plan of our judiciary, 
like all other human institutions, must be imperfect 
in some of its parts, still it is left to yourtsound dis- 
cretion, whether at this time a radical change could 
be made, applying with equal effect to our present 
purposes, and to the state of things which will cer- 
tainly be presented in a few years, .from a rapid ex- 
tension and increase of population, 

The Militia Jaws of the State have deservedly oc- 
cupied a share of the public councils at every session 
ef the General Assembly, and although much atten- 
tion seems to haye been paid to the subject-at the 
last stated session, a few alterations, especially in the 
minor details will be found necessary, 

The Treasurer of East Tennessee has furnished 
me with a plan, exhibiting the number of each sec- 
tion, quarter section and fraction, sald at the Hiwas- 
see sales which E shall lay before you, together with 
a detailed account of expenditures in surveying and 
Selling thoge lands, F shall also furnish you with a 
report signed by the Clerk of the Board of Commis- 
sinners for the adjudication of land claims, from 
which it appears, that there is due to the sfate, an 
amount of ten thotfsand and seventy-nine dollars and 
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-thirty cents, the accruing tax of onè cent per acre 
on one million and one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety-three acres, by tiem adjudged valid, and on | 
which the tax had not previously been paid. Jam 
not apprised of the disposition which the Clerk of 
‘the Board has made of this sum, but al} the expense 
efthe Board except the salary of the Clerk, has 
been drawn by warrants on the Treasury of the 
State. 

Arrangements have long since been made for pro- 
curing the swords voted to Generals Jackson and 
Gaines at the last stated session, but untoward cir- 
cumstances which interrupted the artists in the pro~ 
secution of the work, have prevented their arrival as 
soon as I had anticipated. The execetion of the 
work, as I am advised, is ina yery superior style, 
and calculated to speak the munificient spirit of the 
people by whom the tesiimonial is given. 

In conformity with theterms of agreement made 
between this state and the state of Kentucky. His 
Excellency, Gov. Adair, advised me that the Gene- 
ral Assembly of Kentucky had resolved to cause 
the boundary liné between the two states, to be run asd 
marked, from the point where Walkers line crosses 
the Cumberland mountain, to the Cum berland river: 
and that he bad in obedience io the resolution, ap- 
pointed Co]. William Steele, surveyor on the part of 
Kentucky. IT lost no time in meeting ihe proposi- 
tien 5 Col. Absolem Loony was appointed on the part 
of this state, and it is with sincere pleasure I am en- 
abled to announce to you, that the question of bour- 
dary on our northern limit, is now in a situation to 
be closed on terms of amicable adjustment, The 
unrertzinty in which this question has been involved, 
since the first establishment of our constitution, was 
the more to be regretted, as it brought us in collisi- 
on with the views of a sister state, allied to us by 
many considerations of affinity, which bind us more 
closely to her than the ordinary bonds of political 
union, Thereportvufthe surveyor, which has bees 
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yaezived, will ia due time be laid before you, aad Í 
particularly recommend that the report be incorpo- 
vated into the act of ratification, that the evidence of 
its existence may be perpetuated. By the terms of 
the agreement it will be recollected, that the expense 
ef establishing and marking the line, was to be borne 
equally by the several states, and as the Treasurer 
ef Mast Tennessee did not feel authorised from any 
existing law. to advance the sum necessary on our 
‘part, the incidental expenditures were defrayed by 
Colon. l Liony from his private funds. These ad- 
yanees -ogether with the necessary allowance te 
ether persons employed in the business, of whom I 
shall speak more fully in my communication accom- 
panying the report; should be provided for at se 
early a day, as to subject the surveyor to as little in- 
eonvenitnce as possible. 

With our mother state on the east, there is/ alse 
much reason te hope, that the question of boundary 
is in a train of definite settlement. Gen. Stokes, 
Col. Mebane and Col. Love have been appointed by 
Governor Franklin, to act on the part of North 
Carolina, and Col Smith, Col. Allen and Major 
Perry are commissioned on the part of this state. 
These commissioners met at Newport on the 17th 
day of July lasi, and as they will have had time suf- 
ficient toco-nplet the duties assigned them, [ have 
it fully in -expectation, that I shail be enabled te 
transmit their report, together with that feom Ken- 
tu ky, for your consideration and approval. In ths 
event of a satisfactory adjustment with North Caro- 
fina, our territorial extent will be known and ac- 
kn wledged on every side, though at the organiza- 
tion of our Government, no certain limit was any 
where established, except the great natural barriers 
ofthe Mississippi river, and a part of tae Appala- 
shian mountain.

property law, the measure recommended by his Ex~ 
cellency, the proper remedy?

stranger, scarcely in any instance, would give thras 
fourths or two thirds efits value, and ‘the creditor 
would be wholly unable to purchase at the price rc- 
quired. “Phis would, in itsconsequences amount to 
a denial of right and justice. Your committee, 
therefore, cannot accede to the adoption of the mea- 
sure recommended by his Exvellency in that part of 
his message which velatcs to the propriety of pass- 
ing a property law. Your committee are of opin- 
ion, that a due regard to the rights of both con- 
eontracting parties requires, that such a course of 
legislation be pursued, as would, in the least degree, 
disappoint the reasonable expectations of both par- 
ties at the time the contract was made, Your com- 
mittee, at the same time, that they thus freely ex- 
preas their decided disapprobation of a property 
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law oa aecount efits unjust operation en the credi- 
tor, have Bo hesitation in stating, that in the present 
condition of the country, to permit creditors to ex- 
artspecie in prompt payment from their debters, 
would be a species of injustice, ofa nature most a- 
ini ming, and ruinous in its consequences: and when- 
ever the legislature shell surrender the right of pre- 
scribing the mode in which the payment of debts 
shall be enforced, and the execution of judgements 
reguiatec; then, indeed, the powers of legislation 
will have butlittle to operate upon, and other de- 
partments ofthe government will have to supply 
those means of redress, which, (as has hitherto been 
believed) the legislature was alone adequate to pro- 
vide. Yourcommittee believe that an execution is 
acreature of the law making power, and that the 
legislature alone has the constitutional right to de- 
elare when and how it shallissue, and what procee- 
dings Shall be had thereon, Your committee under 
this view of the subject, reserves to itself the right 
of hereafter reportiug such bill, or bills, upon this 
subjectas they shall judge necessary; but believe, 
thatany measure ofthat kind would be premature 
until the committee, appointed on that part of the 
Governor’s message which relates to the banking 
institutiens, shall have made their report to this 
AGUSC. 

With regard to that part of the Governor’s message 
which relates to imprisonment for debt, your com- 
mittee are aware, that in ancient times, when the 
liberty of the citizen was less valued than at pre- 
sent, the unfortunate debtor was considered as the 
siave or property of kis creditor. This idea could 
have only prevailed on the ground, that money ought 
to be mere highly esteemed than liberty. This 
mode thinking, your committee hope, hes long since 
ween entirely exploded in this land of freedom; and 
there is but one remaining reason, why imprison- 
ment for debt should be allowed, whichis, that the 
debtor may secrete or conceal his preperty from the 


officer, and the imprisonment of his body may coerce 
its production, Sach cases may occur, and ought 
to be provided for by taw, with the double view of 
enforcing payment and of punishing fraud. Bextin 
eases, in, which no such grounds exist in -uspecting 
the debtor of unfair concealment of his effects, 
your committee beleive, that no humane cred. 
itor would desire to deprive his debtor of his Hber- 
iy, and no unfeeling ‘creditor should be permitted 
to do so. 

Your committee, therefore recommend the adop- 
tion of the following resolutions, viz ;

state, and have not as yet been satisfied. And also, 
what disposition ought to be made of the records 
and papers belonging to the late commissioners of- 
fice for the adjudication of North Carolina land 
claims—and whether the said commissioners office 
ought to be contained, and ifso, under what modifi- 
cations and limitations. 

On motion of mr. Erwin, 

Resolved, That the committee on land élaims be 
instructed to inquire into the propriety of fixing on 
a given perio‘), for the entering oflands on North 
Carolina warrants, or certificates, North and East 
ofthe Congressional reservation—und that said 
co nmittee further enquire into the propriety of ap- 
pointing an entry taker in each county for the dispo- 
sal of the vacant lands, allowine a preference to ac- 
tual settlers thereon, and report by bill or other- 
wise, 

A message in writing was then received from the 
Governor of the state, by mr. Daniel Graham Se- 
eretary of the State, who delivered the same at the 
Speakers table and withdrew. 


Filiow Citizens of the Senate, and 
of the House of Represtntatives— 
Entering upon the duties of the office to which I 
have been recently called by the people of Tennes- 
Sees [should do injustice to my own feelings were K 
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tb omit the expression of my gratitude for the flat- 
tering confidence in me, which they have on this oC- 
casion manifested. 

A recollection of it shall operate as an additional 
and constant incentive to an industrious and faith» 
ful discharge of my official obligations. 

Your body has already been sometime in session. 
Atthecommencement of your labours, a communi- 
cation was made you by my predecessor, whose ác- 
quaintance with the past and present situation of 
this state and its government qualified him to enter 
into detail with respect to some subjects of which 
Iof course am unable to speak particularly; and 
this I am happy to say renders it less necessary for 
me to occupy so greata portion of your time. 


There are some other subjects, however, within the 
result of your deliberation, upon which, should tey 
be taken into consideration, as they probably either 
have been or will be, the best interests of the state 
are so nearly connected, that I cannot as I conceives 
consistently with the duties which Í owe our com- 
mon constituents under the constitwtisn, withhold 
my epision upon them. They shall be frankly gi- 
ven in as few words as possible. Tt is fer your bo- 
A to decide to what consideration they are entis 
tled. i 

The pecuniary embarrassments under which ma~ 
ny of our citizens labour, (and what is in imately 
connected with them.) the state and prospects ofuur 
circulating medium, venstitute one important sub- 
ject for your investigation. Can any law be pass- 
ed for the reliefof the unfortunate debtor, consis. 
tently with the constitution, and with the p rmanent 
interest and respectability of the stete and people 
for whom you are legislating? If this can be doney 
ihe honest, the liberal and the enlizhtcned will con- 
-eur in opinion that you ought to pass such a law 
without hesitation. Every feelmg of my heart 
would prompt the recommendation of its passage, 
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could I see the path to a practicable scheme clear of 
#€ surmountable obstacles. 

ihe whole communi’ y being concerned in the e- 
vent of your decision upon the sutject, each indivi- 
dual is too apt to eiopi and support that view_ofit 
w. ich comp rts biest, as he conctieves, with h s own 
private and prs sent advantage. Ft is for us tòin- 
qnire for, and decide upon, the course to be pursued 
with a sacred regard for the Constitution of the 
country, on the one hand, and a respecifu) attent:on 
on the Gther, to the true and lasting int rests of tag 
wreat bony of the peoples The propriety of pass ng 
a property law, as a measure of relief. lias its aawo 
cates. If by a property law is meant a law w ich 
shall compel the creditor to recieve in paynint 
property at valuation, all will sgree, thet such a 
provision would directly violate that section of tre 
Constitution of the Unit d States, whi b fr rbids the 
individual States to make any thing but g dd and 
silver coin a texder inthe payment uf debts. But 
ibe supporters of this species of relief disclaim apy 
ayish for such a provision, The plan they gene- 
rally propose, as f understand it, is to have all pro» 
perty, upon woich executions may be levied, 
yalued, and then exp sd. to sale.——If some 
Bxed proportion of its value be offered. it is 
sold. If an offer be not made, it is then to be jef te 
ihe option of the creditor, either to take it at that 
proportion, or wait fer a time to be ascertained by 
daw, upon being secured by his debtor. As the cre 
ditor is not compelled to take the property at all e- 
vents, there is, as it appears to me, no substantial 
difference as to the-question of constitationality, be- 
tween this mode of relief and another which has been 
advocated by some, and widch is usually termed a 
replevin law. The effe:t of this latter as I appre- 
hend, is to stay executions in the first instance fora 
given time, upon the creditors being secured.— 
Each plan being liable to any objrciion growing out 
sf the Constitution, I should nyt hisitatein giving 
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preference, ofthe two, to the former—that affords te 
the creditor the opportunity of getting property at 
once, and at iess than iis appraised value, which 
sometimes might be preferred to delay, and to the 
debfor, the chance of preventing the great sa- 
evifice of property which would result from a sale 
forcash, when perhaps he might not be able to give 
security to a ve plevin boud. 

Rut the great question with regard to beth of these 
laws remains unanswered, Are they constitutional? 
Are they consistent with the permanent interests and 
respectability of the State? That the Legislature 
- ean constitutionally regulate the mode of recovery, 

aud prolong the time for payment allowed to 
judgement debtors, as to contracts made after the 
passage of a law. I find among legal characters there 
is no doubt, Butthere appears to be some difference 
of opinion as to contracts made previously; ths bet- 
ir opinion seems to me to be, that such a law does 
impair the obligatian of pre exisiing contracts, and 
Injures the creditor by operating retrospectively, and 
of course that it is uuconstisutional From the best 
view of the subject which I have taken, I am alse 
well satisfied, that such laws would not advange the 
veal interest and character of the state. And their 
‘tendency to benefit, in a majority of instances, even 
the debtors themsclyes for whose reliefthey would be 
passed, is when we consult experience, and look to 
the nature of man, atleast extremely questionable. 
Such is the procrastinsting disposition of the humana 
race, that when the evil day can be deferred, it is 
rarely thought of until it again crrives with accu- 
mulated calamity. ‘The unfortunate debtoris raised 
for a moment by a stay or repleciny but, at evei y.new 
plinge, be sinks deeper into the mire—and, in ajl 
prob-bility, carries with him, the second or third 
time, twa or three of hig ussuspecting neighbors, 
who, trusting to his over sanguine calculations have 
incautiously become his security. 

It has heen jiutimated by some, that the emission 
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ef paper money, corresponding in amount with the 
wants of the people would be sound policy in the 
presentemergency. The evil consequences result- 
ing froma measure of this kind are too numerous to 
atiempt their detail. In the present situation of the 
worid, the commerce of a state will always command 
the quantity or amount of sound circulating medium 
necessary for it. But when floodgates are thrown 
open, and you commence inundating the country 
witha puper currency, there is no knowing at what 
Point to stop, thereis no safe criterion to regulate 
iis emission. The moment you issue more than is 
necessary, it depreciates ; and, of course, the price 
ef every commodity in market, and every species of 
Droperty, is increased in a ratio coresponding with 
the amount of paper put in circulation. So that a 
circulating medium is acquired which will not pass 
at par beyond cur own neighborhood, which will 
not, therefure, answer the purpeses of commerce, 
without any enhancement ofthe wealth of the com- 
munity, and the ben ts resulting to the debtor class 
efsociety from such a course are in my opinion fre- 
quently exagerated. Such of these as owe debts 
h-retofore contracted, and have property, would 
doubtless be aided by a ncminal rise of its value, and 
would be probably enabled to effect more adv¥anta- 
geous sales, if with the probeeds they could at once 
satisfy their creditors. But, on the other hand, 
through a want of confidence in the banking institu- 
tions. proportion: d to the amount of their issues, & 
rough a want of confidence in one another, muck 
capital is withdrawn from circulation by private in- 
gisidusis. Every specie d.Her thatcan be obtained 
from the vaults of the banks is siezed with avidity 
ant hoarded with care s even the better sort of bank 
notes, if there be any supposed difference between 
them, are carefully laid up, & the circulating medium 
is murh less sensibly augmented than wuuld at first 

yiew seen probable. 
The debtor in common with his fellow citizegs 
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would be subjected to many other disadvantages 
from the issuance of a large quantity of paper mo, 
ney. From the fluctuations in its value and the de- 
preciations that are frequently practised in the pas- 
gage of it, almost every individual through whosé 
hands it would pass, would sustain a uss, and very 
frequently heavy losses. And realty I can see na 
beneficial effect it would have to remunerate society 
for the injuries it would occasion. 

Gold and silyer by the common consent of man- 
kind, are made the representatives of every species 
of property. ‘They pass every where. They may 
be said, in one sense, to have intrinsic value. Bank 
notes are merely the representatives of gold and sil- 
ver. Seeing that none of the banks in the state de- 
now. pay their notes according to their contracts in 
that which has intrinsic or general value, in gold or 
silver, upon what principle of honesty is it, that 
those banks could be required to issue a large addi- 
tional quantity of notes. 

‘But, in legislating upon subjects of this sort, it is 
important, that we should not trust to theory alone. 
If we consult experience ; if we look to the history 
of our own country, we find, that a state of embar- 
rassments very similar to what we have experien- 
eed for the last three years, and produced by simi- 
lar causos, existed after the close ofthe war of the 
revolution. Relief measures were then adopted by 
many of the states ; but they were sooner or later 
abandoned with a solemn conviction, that in nine 
cases out of ten, they served to increase the difficul- . 
ties they were intended to remedy, and (to use a. 
barrowed expression) the cenvietion was then im- 
pressed on that portion of society, which had looked 
tothe governmeht for ‘relief from imbarrassment 
that personal exertion alone-could free them from 
difficulties—and an increased degree of indastry 
and enconomy, was the natural consequence ofsuch . 
gn opinion. 

The cultivation of industrious habits and thg 
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practice of rigid economy are the only means by 
which individuals generally can be relieved from pe- 
euniary embarrassments. A determination en the 
part of the people, to promote agriculture and domes- 
dic or household munufuctures, andto lessen the con- 
sumption of foreign goods of every description will. soow 
relieve the most of the community from thelpresent prese 
Sure. 

To give permanent relief to the country we should 
keep steadily in view the necessity of restoring a 
scund currency—I do not consider it advisable, that 
this should be effected by an immediate resumption 
of the specie payments on the part of the banks, 
Banks of themselves have no claims upon the regard 
ef the legislature or the people. But it is worthy 
ef very particular consideration, whether under pre- 
sent circumstances, any legislative blow aimed at 
them witha view either to their extinction or te 
acoersion ofimmediate payment by them, would not 
recoil with redoubled force upon the people. Sup? 
pose, that, under any penalty which the Legisla- 
ture might impose, they were required to resume 
specie payments af once, or ina very short time— 
they must call largely on their debtors for payment. 
The latter by this means would be compelled to call 
en and to press their debtors, and so of the last mene 
tinned class—thus the operation would extend in its 
different ramifications through all classes of society. 
The pecuniary pressure would increase daily, while 
the means of making payment would be daily dimin- 
ished. 

It is urged by some, that a consolidation of the 
different banking institutions would restore the Cur- 
rency to a sound state. A measure of this kind 
eould notbe cffected without the consent of at least a 
majority of the stock holders of each institution 
Ant itis scarcely a reasonabie calculation, that, 
among the number concerned, there would be a suffi 
sient sameness of opinion to produce the desired re> 
ault, But, ifthere should be, would it be wise poli- 
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ey to subject the monied capital ofthe state to the 
gontroul of a tew individuals, who might compose @ 
directory ? or wouldit addto the strength of the 
hanks ? Their strength consists in their solvency, 
if they are solvent and continue so, they have no- 
thing to fear. Ifthey are unsound, a union of un- 
sound parts can never makea perfect whole. Would 
it not be better policy to leu them remain as they are? 
Their supposed or really conflicting interests will ex- 
, eite their emulation, and their mutual jealousis, and 
society will have the benefit of them—each of those 
institutions wiil operate as a check upon the others, 
- ‘The course which suggests itself to my mind as 
being the least cxceptionable, and best calculated to 
promote the permanent interest of the state, would 
he to call upon the different banks fora re port oftheir 
situation upon oath, and at the same time to appoint 
-acommittee or committees to ex mine into the state 
of their business, 1f they be found to meritthe cone 
fidence of the people, L would suggest that at this 
time no proceedings should be instituted against 
th m, for the breach of their contracts contained in 
their charters ; but, that in concert with them, and 
with their express assent, a day should be named, 
, sufliciently distant to enable them to prepare for it 
vihot injury to the community, when they should 
all be reqnired to commence specie payments undes 
the penalties which the state has in its powerto ine 
force—and it would be worthy of inquiry, whether 2 
partial resumption of specie payment for small sums 
might not begin atan earlier day, than that fixed 
upon for general payment. By this course you will 
@vincea disposition not to injure either the banks 
or the debtor class, while onthe other hand, you 
will shew tothe note holders that you are deeply 
sensible of their rights and that they shall not be long 
Withheld.—The community will see tn a course of 
this kind a disposition not only on the part of the 
government, but of the banks also, to give to the 
country as soon as pussible a sound and durable cura 
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gency, Confidence will be restored. The preseng 
exorbiantrate of exchange will diminish—private 
capital will be loaned at moderate interest. The 
gouniry will be gradually relieved from embarrass. 
ment 3; and a wnolesome state of things will ensue. 

It seems io be the general opinion, that seme 
charge in the present Judiciary system of the state 
is indispensible. With the present organization it 
is almost impossible for the courts to s:ransact one 
half of the business before them, and the delay is so 
intolerable, that it is equivalent in many cases to a 
total denial of justice. The principal reason which 
is urged against any reformation, is the increase of 
expence to the state. This objection, it appears te 
me, is founded upon an erroneous and limited view 
of the progressive improvement of our country, the 
increase of business between man and man, and the 
real condition of society. By appointing judges of 
learning and experience, and a proper sciection of 
their places ofsession, without requiring from them 
too great Jabors of the body, to their disqualification 
for labors of the mind, thousands of dollars will be 
saved tothe community. Itistrue, that in making 
up the accounts of the treasury, this economy will 
not appear to an inattentive observer—but to him 
who will reflect upon the time that is unnecessarily 
lost by jurors, suitors and witnesses, (who constitute 
a greal pertieon of the people) by attendance upos 
incapable courts, lacking energy and dispatch in the 
transaction of business, the consequent Toss of in- 
dustry, and the indolent habits that such attendance 
will infalibly generate—ihis is most manifest. 

Innovation is dreaded by some. Itis true that 
foo fr: quent changes are productive of injary and 
inconvenience, and it is often times better to submit 
to some abuses in an old system, than to be con- 
stantly adopting new plans. But it should be re» 
ecllected, that the varying habits, manners and im- 
provements in society must be kept in the view 
of, and provided for by the legislature of a countrys 
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ju particular of a country composed of a free enter: 
prising and industrious people. ‘lhe supreme court 
of errors and appeals, the tribunal of the last resort, 
which are to fix precedents for the decision of fu- 
tnre cases, upon which the prosperity of the coun- 
try. ihe rights of property and personal security 
mainly depend, it is believed ought only to be an 
appellate court, to correct the’errors of inferior tri- 
bunals, and ought not to possess any original juris- 
diction. ‘The Judges of this court ought not to be 
compelled to undergo the drudgery of attending to 
the little, every day of course practice in a court of 
chancery. i find if to be the opinion of those best 
qualified to judge, that the incorporation into our 
system of seperate chancery courts, composed of 
single judges who should Cecide the equity suits in 
their respective circuits would be beneficial The 
increased expence that would result from this alter- 
ation, would in a great measure be supplied by a- 
nother alteration in the present system which it is 
believed, is generally thought desirable; the trans- 
fer of the jurisdiction present possessed by the quo- 
ram courts fo the circuit courts. and the abolition of 
the former.~—The county courts consisting of ma- 
gistrates residing in different parts of each county 
acquainted with the situation and wants of their 
fellow citizens is universally esteemed a valuable 
court and cannot be dispensed witli. Butitis sube 
mittad wh: ther there is any necesity of two trials 
by two different juries of the same matter, first be- 
fore the quorum court and then before the circuit 
court, when the same result would be produced by 
one trial before the latter in the first instance and 
more especially when the great expence both to the 
parties litigant and the counties or state are taken 
into view. It would not be hazarding much to say, 
that by making these two coneurrent alterations, 
the expense of the system would not be enhanced, if 
it would not be lessened. . -- 

Lhe supreme court ought not, itis also believed,

ta sitat more than two places in the state. To re. 
quire the judges to bold courts in six or seven pla- 
ces, which will have, before long, in consistenry to 
be dene under the present organization, weuld be 
requiring what no men possessing the r-quitite age 
& « xperien-e can, what no men possessing the neces. 
sary talents and k arning will perform, and what it 
would be wholly inconsistent with the true interest 
of suitors and the uifimate advantage and respecta 
bility of the stafe to require. 

Connertei with the revision of the judicial sys- 
tem would be an enquiry into our criminal code 
The great objects of punishment are the reforma. 
tion of the offender and the prevention of crime 
The plan that will best advance these objects ought 
oertainly to be adopt.d. To the attainment of the 
latter end nothing so mu b conduces as certainty ia 
punishment, and itis worthy of serious and anxious 
exrquiry whether a more kenient seale of punishment 
berring a just proportion tothe magnitude of each 
offence. would not betteranswer the purposes than 
the presentsystem. Undcrit,it is almost impossi- 
ble to convict a criminal however enormous a crime 
ke may have committed. Such is the tenderness of 
jurors, that when the life ofa f How-creature is at 
stake, an acquittal is too apt to follow the discovery 
of a single circumstance in mitigation of the offence, 
There is no mode of punishment at which the reflec- 
ting mind so powerfully revalts, as whipping, crop- 
ing and branding—they never fail to have a bad ch 
fect on society and on the culprit. They are look- 
ed upen by the bystanders first with disgust and 
then with indifference. The offender who has lot) 
his character at a whipping post, having lost all 
that is valuable, feels insensible to infamy, and 2 
spirit of reyeng against the whole community, by 
whose Jaws he has been punished, stimulates him 
to the commission of new outrages. This conse 
quence is ayoided by private punishment—nothing 
has so great a tendency to hend and overcome thé 
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stubborn and unruly passions of ony nature, as soli 
tay imprisonment, © arse diet and nard jabo: = 
These considerations prompt me to recommend that 
a Penitentiary or State prison he erected for the 
punishment of off.nders. It ought to be built at 
firston a smalls. ale—additions can be matic as nge 
pessity sh. al require. 

A pr-per organization of the militia has ever 
b.en considered lasportant to the preservat‘on of 
pur librities. It is a source of regret, that Con- 
ge s8 tu whom the power belongs, have hitherte 
f isd to adopt any ec neral plan of discipline. They 
hving manifested 2 determination at their last sese 
sioa not to maintain a standing army of much force in 
bme of peace. it becomes the more necessary no lon- 
g r to defer the effective organization and dis ipiine 
oi the militia. The opinion recently advanced and 
with some plausibility. that no valuable end can be 
attained by disciplining the mib:tia in time of peace, 
is certainly toundediacrrur: and will not Econceive 
be supported by any officer -f experience. who has 
bern in the habit of taining this species of tio pse 
The truth is, much good hws been done by teis 
mens and more cante. WVictery may sometinies 
be the result of accident withonf any combinations 
of military -kil-; but to military operations aught 
to depend ot accifent. It is an obricus truth that 
ak sm nense sacrifice of blood and treasure may he 
traced to a want of discipline in the militias at the 
commencement of thelate war, At the same time 
wW c n recur to some other seenvs of that war, for a 
practicsl exhibition of what can be done by this des- 
sp icn of troops when well trained. Too little at- 
tenfion has hitherto been paid to the daties of supe- 
rior officers. The gen-ral officers ought without 
fail te review their respective commands at least 
once a year. This of itself would excite. emulation 
among the. ifferentcorps. it is probable however that 
more cannot at once be done than to offer induce- 
Weuts to young men to arm and equip themselves 
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with cheap uniform : require them to permorm more 
than the orcinary militia duty for a certain number 
of years, and then excuse them from further duty 
ex eptin case of war. I forbear entering into de. 
tan, but will at all times take great pleasure in af- 


fording any aid in my power to the military con, 
mittee, 


The attention of your body has doubtless beex 
already turned to the subjectof internal improve- 
ments. Itseems to bea matter of great doubt, 
wether it is the duty of the general government, ur 
wither they possess the power, to construct roads, 
open canals and improve rivers, unless in a few ex- 
cepted cases. This makes it the more necessary 
tht the individual states should go speedily an'i erme 
erzericelly to work. 

Tennessee is lled with numerous r'vera that 
could without much cificulty be rend red navigable 
atall seasons. And when it 1s consid: red, that the 
country would in a few years be amply repaid fos all 
expenditures by savings In transportation, and the 
anity thereby created of getting at all fimes to the 
best market, it seems rens sable that at an early 
Cumin neement of such improvements should meet 
With undivided support. Lands too, will Improve 
in value. ana forcizn capital will be brought to. ur 
own doors, If our means will not jastify the imne- 
diate commencement of such a work. J: is, at |: est, 
practi able to mikea suvey of the rivers and as- 
certain What the probable expenee willbe. Itisa 
matter also werthy of enquiry. whether a fuud might 
Bot be set apart out of the existing and anticipat d 
pioveeds of the sales of public lands, and the latier 
placed as thcy rise in the hands of the commission- 
ers of publie works to be s-Iected from all parts of 
the state. The completion of an object so desirable 
must be the work of time. but once complete. 3 gen- 


erations to come will reap the frujis of your enter- 
prize. 
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Thegencral diffusion of knowledge among the 

great body of the people,is an cuject so consistent 

with the principles of cur government, that it has 
a strong claim on the attention of the Legislative 

bodies. Some of the older states have so adapted 

their system to the various conditions of society, 
that every member of the community may acquire 

a common English education, & when we reflect 
that genius and mental energy are as often found in 

tlie midst of poverty and obscurity, as among * the 

rich and well born ,” there is every motive for 

the patriot and statemansote direct his efforts, as 

to place within the reach of the poor as well as the 

Wealthy, the means of education. What is the state 

of our school funds? What is the state of our Col 

k dge funds? I wou.d repeat the recommendation of 
my predecessor that these subjerts be energetically 

snquired into by your body at the present session. 

As it will be my duty, so it will be my pride and plea- 

sure, to make use of the opportunity offered me by 

my situation, as far as possible, to answer these im-~. 
portant erquiries—and any information I can ob- 

fain addit.onal to those you may derive from other. 

sources, Shall be communicated. 


In so numerous a body as, that which E am ad- 
dressing, itis uot to be expected that on all occa- 
sions ther willbe a unity of sentiment, as to the 
course to be pursued. But although there may be 
epposition to measures which may be proposed, that 
Opposition should be tempered with moderation, 
Citizens of the same state—brothers ofthe same 
family—we should strive not toloosen the ties of 
fraternal affection by sectional jealuusies.

countable when mes who have been thus cajoled by 
the acts of this state, (forin a political point of 
view, Whatever is done by a states officer officially 
is dove by the state) makes application to the very 
body thathasbeen instrumental in their injury, 
their application for redress will be scouted from the 
legislature upon the fimsy objection that the warrant 
was issued toa person who was not entitled to the 
same. It is true the bili appears to have some good 
features, partitularly that which requires a period 
to be putto the making of entries and obtaining 
grants, but thisspecious pretext looks ton much 
to me like the harbinger of another flood of warrants 
that will ultimately swallow up every acre of land 
in thestate that is fit for cultivation, that is now un- 
appropriated, and even may endanger that tract of 
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cnuntry from which the stare expects to draw great 
resources, and as experience has amply proved te 
us, (by which it appears we are determined not to 
profit) that if the next legislature chose she will 
certainly give a further time of twelve months er 
two years for the continuance of the acts, the bill 
alluded to proposes putting a final period. 

Your laws for your lovely commissioners office, 
and giving farther timefor making probates and 
registering old fraudulent North Carolina grants, 
and the much admired law of 1805, that authorises 
persons to sell and cenvey land when the claimaut is 
not, nor never has been, in the possession of the 
same, has produced greater evils than all the laws 
passed upon any other subjects whatever to this 
state. How often have some of these laws expired as 
their force was only for a limited time, and similar 
ones enacted, (very frequently.) Icall upon gen- 
temen to examine their statute books and they will 
see the law of registration expiring and re-enacting 
for the last fifty years., And your commissioners 
ofice expiring and commencing again at various 
periods, from the year 1807 to this mémorable ses- 
sions Then I conceive it will not be nrged that’ the 
present bill is ‘to be highly benificial in putting a 
` final period to these North Carolina land claims, 
when the benefits ofthis act may by the next srs- 
sion be revived and continued for a limited 
time. Iam not for depriving the horest claimant of 
every opportunity of acquiring his right, and as I 
conceive the legislature equally competent to the 
task of giving the just claimant his due with the very 
desirable commissioners office & much more too as

A bill from the senate reguiating the county courts, 

A bill supplemental to an act providing for the 

holding a supreme court of errors and appeals in the 
ixth judicial circuit. ;

they have at all times, an unalienable and intefeasi- 
ble right to alter, reform, or abolish the government 
in such manner as they may think proper. 

And whereas, under the provisions of the consti- 
tution of this state, the power is vested in the Gene- 
ral Assembly to authorise the good people of thig 
Sia e, by legislative recommendation, to exercise the 
important rights secured to them by the before reci- 
ted article. 

Ties efore—Resolved by theGeneral Assembly of the 
Biate of Tennessee, two thirds concurring therein, 
That it be, and is hereby recommended, to the elece 
tors at the next election for members of the Geng- 
yal‘ s:-mbly, to vote for or against the cali of a cone 
vention. 

And whereas, it becomes necessary in order that 
the good people of this State, sionld be duly made 
gensin.s of the importance of the measure. and the 
considerations whi: l impelled this Gen:ia: Assem- 
bly to its adoption and recommendation— 

Tbe fsNowing reasons are submitted, to-wit: 

ist The gresent constitution was adopted in the 
year 1796, and no provision is contained in it ter 
fixing the permanent Seat of (dovernment—in von- 
sequence of which, the L zrslature have adjourned 
from place to place, and may continue to do so at the 
will of a majority of boti houses of the General ås- 
sembly. 

2nd. Under the constitution, each hundred acres 
of tand mast be and is iii: for she siame a nount of 
taxes 3 which operates unjustl, and >ppressively 
upon the owners and occupiers of land of inferior 
qutity. And further, the most valuable town lot 
in the state is liable to pay no more taxes than two 
hun tred acres of che poorest lani—whica also apa- 
erates prjudicially on nineteen tweniictus of our 
citizens. 
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Srd. The number of members of the General £s- 
gemily is now limited to twenty Senators and torty 
Representatives; which prevents a full and equal 
representation of the different parts of the State, and 
this inconvenience is daily increaring, particularly 
as it effects the western parts of this state- 
4th. No express prohibition is contained in the 
constitution against incorporating Banking associ- 
ations, composed of individaals whose private pro- 
perty is not subjected to the payment of their debts, 
5th. By the censtitution, the line of latitude of 
36; 30 north, is declared to be the northern juris- 
dictional boundary of this state—and by compact 
with Kentucky, Walk«cr’s line which is believed to 
be several miles north.of it, has been agreed upon 
as the dividing line between the two states—thug 
leaving a large tract of country beyond the consti- 
tutional limits of this state. 


And whereas, it is important that a full and fair 
expression of the opinion of the vi ters may be ob- 
tained, the Officers holding elections at the different 
places authorised by law, are directed to ask of each 
voter, when his name is taken down by the clerks of 
the election, if he votes for or against a conven- 
tion, and te keep an accurate account of the votes 
thus given, and the sheriffs respectively shall certify 
the number of votes for and against a convention in 
the certificate of election given to the representative 
or representives of his eounty.
